Slovenes; the

Dela­ 
ware, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Missis­ 
sippi and West Virginia, while west ol 
the Mississippi the only states Includ­ 
ed are California, Colorado, Kansu* 
Minnesota, Missouri, Montanu, Utal 
and Washington. 
The annual collection of death sta 
tlstics from states and cities lnalntuln 
Ing adequate registration systems wat 
begun by the census bureau in 1902 
the first report covering the calenda» 
years 1900 to 1904, Inclusive, and f<n 
each succeeding year a separate repor 
has been published. 
The original registration area con 
tained 40 per cent of the total popu 
iatlon of the country. It remained un 
changed until. 1906, since which yea 
It has shown an almost unlnterrupU* 
Increase in geographical extent and It 
proportion of total population, until n 
present It contains nearly three-fourth: 
of the country’s Inhabitants. 
In birth registration highly satis 
factory progress has been made dur 
Ing the past two years.

As no definite rule cos bo given to 
determine when peanuts are ready to 
<Uf each grower must depend largely 
«¿da his own Judgment 
They should 
be dug when tbe vino* have tbo great- 
pet number of mature pods. 
Begin­ 
ners should be cartful not to dig too 
soon, as immature nuts shrivel and 
ore light in weight when cured. 
A 
few early formed peo* aro likely to 
sprout before digging time, eepeclally 
If there Is a period of roány weather 
about the tiifte they are maturing, but 
usually the loes by sprouting is not 
sufficient to justify 
prsmature 
bar 
vesting. 
For harvesting, a turn-plow with the 
mold-board removed to prevent throw­ 
ing dirt over vines con be used. The 
plow should bo run under the nut» 
and If there Is much gross it will nec­ 
essary to run around the nuts before 
plowing them up* 
Any one having * double footed 
stock can have a very good peanut 
harvester mode by a black smith by 
taking a 28 inch Dixie Sweep, hav 
Ing It hammered down flat with the 
ends turned up to fit the plow, stock, 
with a heel bolt bole in same. 
After 
the sweep Is fastened to stocx put » 
wheel attachment to the beam so th*- 
peonut root* can be cut off st any 
desired depth. 
After the wheel ha» 
been attached to stock put the Home 
on a floor and adjust the sweep to 
the stock, having the point of sweep 
down Just a little so that when It Is 
at work It will hav* a tendency to 
draw deeper luto the soil. 
This tool 
when fixed right and pvilled by two 
mules makes a very gtx»d implement 
end fast work can be dons. 
Where the acreage Is’ 100 <W more 
acres It pays to buy the latest Improved 
machine for hanyesftng 
the 
peanut 
crop, or a community can organlxe and 
buy, with one man to operate it. k 
potato harvester is the beet tool for 
up to date. 
This machine elevates 
the 
nuts 
snd 
a 
slight 
agitation 
shakes the dirt off snd leaves them on 
top of the ground. Then take a horse 
raks and rake Just as one would hay. 
Two types of machines are used for 
picking peanuts from the vines. 
The 
common grain thrasher with s special 
cylinder for peanuts glvss quit# satis­ 
factory results In removing Spanish 
peanuts from the villa 
The principle 
objection to cylinder machines is the 
tendency to break the pods, but by 
running tha cylinder about 40* revo­ 
lutions tk# breakage can be reduced 
greatly. 
The peanut picker works upon 
a 
very different principle from the cylin 
der machines. The picking U done by 
dragging tbe vines over a horlsontal 
frame covered with wire mesh. 
The 
nuts drop through tbe wire and at the 
oame time rubber brushes attached to 
and endless chain act on the lower 
side of the screen to remove tbe nuts. 
In addltfcm to removing tbe pods from 
tbe vine these machine* have cleaning 
snd stemming devices which remove 
dirt and small stems from tbe pods. 
This machine does not break or Injure 
the pods, and for this reason It la es­ 
pecially desirable for pleklng peanuts 
that are to he sold la tbe pod or slot* 
Vveugh the summer.
